Acknowledgment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and Response to Paper No. 25 have been entered and 
made of Record. Claim 27 is cancelled. Thus claims 21-26 & 28-34 are pending in this 
application. 

Ciaim Rejections - -35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 21 & 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Re claims 21 & 29: the phrase " an upper percentage above 10% to 20 %" is 
unclear as what is the percentage ranges. 

Claims 22-24, 28 & 30-32 are rejected because each includes the limitations of 
independent claim 21 & 29. 

The lack of an art rejection with this Office Action is not an indication of allowable 
subject matter (i.e., even though the claims 21 & 29 are rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection). The disclosure/claimed language is such that it is impractical to 
conduct a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner.
